On a recent speaking engagement, in Oklahoma City, 

1 learned that there is listed, as a patron of the A.N.A. 
Building Fund, a person who gave coins which were altered 
or forgeries and, therefore worthless. 

This statement was made before a large group of 
people and gave the A.!. A, a "black eye". If it is true, it 
is essential that the person’s name be removed from the list 
of patrons because the A.N.A. has taken the position that 
the gift was worth $2,000 or more. It is also essential for 
the A. ..A* to have the courage to advise the Treasury Depart- 
ment of its subsequent findings so that others who have given 
things to the A. *A. are not prejudiced by the action. The 
A. :*A, of course, should give the party concerned the oppor- 
tunity of amending his tax return, if he deducted the gift, 
but if this is not done the A.fl.A, should do it for its 
own protection. The party who did it may be absolutely 
innocent of any wrong doing and therefore that should be 
stated in any communication if that is the situation.
